Scholefield, Quastel 
head new 
research units 


Dr. P. G. Scholefield, McGill 
Professor of Biochemistry, will 
crown 16 years of interest in 
cancer research on June 1 
when he becomes director of 
the new McGill University 
Cancer Research Unit. 


The University and the Na- 
tional Cancer Institute of Can- 
ada will provide the operating 
funds for the unit. It will be 
located in the new McIntyre 
Medical Sciences Centre. 


Another new research group, 
the McGill Unit of Cell Meta- 
bolism, will be created the 
same day under the direction 
of Professor J. H. Quastel, 
head of the McGill-Montreal 
General Hospital Research 
Institute since its inauguration 
in 1948. 

Dr. Scholefield, 39, has 
been assistant director since 
1959 of the McGill-Montreal 
General Hospital Research 
Institute where, in association 
with the director, Dr. Quastel, 
he has specialized in the study 
of the chemical definition of 
the life processes of cancer 
cells, These studies are of 
basic importance to the under- 
standing of cancer and to the 
design of new drugs for treat- 
ment. 

* The McGill Unit will be the 
fifth organization of its kind 
in Canada. 

The two units, which will 
be situated in the new Mc- 
Intyre Medical Sciences Build- 
ing, are designed to replace 
the McGill-Montreal General 
Hospital Institute, which has 
achieved an international re- 
putation for its research in 
the field of biochemistry. 

Both units spring from the 
work originated in the McGill- 
Montreal General Hospital Re- 
search Institute. The Cell 
Metabolism Unit will continue 
the main lines of work of the 
Institute in the fields of can- 
cer research, research on the 
central nervous system, and 
related fields of medical re- 
search.

Two meetings have been 
held singe the end of exam- 
inations, 


Students’ Society Presi- 
dent-elect Sharon Sholzberg 
described the proposal the 
students have advanced : 


“The revenue for operat- 
ing expenses is deficient by 
$1,000,000. According to 
the University, a $100 fee 
increase per student is the 
only possible source of ad- 
ditional income. 


“The student represent- 
atives proposed as an alter- 
nate solution that the 
$1,000,000 be taken from 
the $16,000,000 unrestrict- 
ed portion of the Univer- 
sity's endowment fund, 


“There are two justifica- 
tions for this proposal : 


“First, the annual inter- 
est on the $16,000,000 


would be reduced only 
slightly, from $800,000 to 
$750,000. This $50,600 re- 
duction in income would 
not appreciably affect the 
total revenue for the Uni- 
versity's operating expen- 
ses, which is about 
$20,000,000. 


"Secondly, even if the 
$16,000,000 fund were to 
be depleted in the near fu- 
ture, the amount of mo:ey 
needed for higher education 
is not $16,000,000 — it is 


hundreds of millions. 


“To think that $16,000,000 
will keep McGill financially 
secure, or to think that 
$800,000 in annual interest 
is the answer to McGill's 
financial difficulties, is to 
fail to realize both the long 
run problem and the long 
run solution.

Both nationally and internationally the great 
need is for awareness on the part of every- 
one; it is not too much to say that it is a 
matter of life and death. 


On a national scale, our institutions 
need reviving. We recall, for example, the 
disrepute in which parliament is held and 
the barrage of criticism levelled at its per- 
formance. The point to be made is that such

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Convocation issues 


Convocation Day never fails to provide 
rich pickings for the connoisseurs of mixed 
metaphor and tired rhetoric. Amid the pleth- 
ora of embarkations on life's path and set- 
tings-out on great adventure — suggesting a 
cross between Young Werther and Jack in 
the Beanstalk — the gradudte might prefer 
the rather chilling formula adopted by the 
tutor in an Oxford college who, on the great 
day, grasped the hand of one of his favour- 
ite charges and barked: “Well, from now 
on it's a straight run to the grave.” 


Traditional attitudes to the act of gra- 
duating seem designed to emphasize that 
the university experience has been mainly 
a preparation. Apprenticeship is a much- 
favoured word in this context. The end re- 
sult of such attitudes is reductive : it suggests 
that somehow students are not really people 
and that their deliberations lack the sanc- 
tion granted by experience of “real life.” 
The other side of the coin is that graduation 
is seen as a watershed. For those who are

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leaving McGill, it is implied that the business 
of living demands a seriousness of purpose 
leaving no time for generalized appraisals 
of man as citizen, of man as part of his so- 
ciety. Too often this is in fact the case and 
ihe standards of Canadian public life have 
suffered accordingly. 

Those remaining at McGill as part of a 
community of teachers and scholars might 
consider whether their university should be 
regarded as a preparation or as an actual 
present reality. University life ought surely 
to be more a being than a becoming; the 
real business of living is in the here and 
now. From this point of view McGill takes on 
a role more in keeping with the dignity of a 
great university. It is worth noting the re- 
cent tributes paid to the academic commu- 
nity by Professor Hans Morgenthau when he 
noted its re-entry into public life in the form 
of the teach-ins that swept the colleges in 
the United States over the past weeks. 

For those who are leaving, there is a 
heavier responsibility. One of the best ways 
to honour McGill's good name is by cons- 


cious involvement in the life of the commu- 
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or world policemen 


low negativism. The way is then left open 


for experts, special interests, committees, 
corporation economists to step in and control 
our affairs. That this trend is already well 


under way is only too apparent. There is a 


crisis in our national life which can be solved 
only by a resolute decision to participate in 


it at every level. 
Internationally, the prospects are equal- 
ly gloomy. The rule that might is right has 


once more become the order of the day. And 


it will require great courage and clear think- 
ing on the part of Canadians to ensure that 
the world is pulled back from the brink of 


wor. 


If these perspectives seem unusually 
bleak, we can only plead the temper of the 
times. What is encouraging is the growing 
awareness in Canada that individuals are 
not as helpless as was once believed. To- 
gether with this awareness goes a return to 
the idea of service as being central to any 
meaningful existence in our society. Both of 
these trends are hopeful and encouraging. 


And we have no doubt that they will be 


continued by the thousands who are receiv- 
ing their degrees today. 
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Are we really going to take the 
position that we take il upon our- 
selves to police the world in regard 
io Communist revolutions? We have 
neither the resources nor the man- 
power for that police job. If we are 
to act unilaterally on the basis of 
this statement by the President and 
this pledge by the House, | warn the 
American people from my desk in 
the Senate today that we shall be 
droined both in blood and in econo- 
mic power in the decades immedia- 
tely ahead. 


In my judgement, the vole the 
Senate will cast tomorrow can be 
described as a vote of destiny. for 
the United States; but it will be a 
vote of destiny that will start the 
decline of this Republic, as great 
powers before us in the history of 
mankind declined after they too be- 
came drunk with military power. | 
scy sadly and solemnly, but out of 
deep conviction, that today my 
Government stands before the world 
drunk with military power. My 
Government, apparently, has come 
to the conclusion that because of 
military power ifs dictates around 
the world will have to be obeyed. 


What We Canno! Destroy 


That power will be challenged, 
and | believe we are now headed 
into decades of turmoil and strife. 
We shall win one military victory 
after another; we shall destroy cities, 
industrial installations, and nuclear 
installations; we sholl kill by the 
millions, But in my judgement, that 
course of action will lay a founda- 
tion of hatred on the part of the 
colored races of the world against 


the American people. In due course 
of time, those installations will be 
rebuilt, not only on material found- 
ations of intense hatred by Asians 
for the people of ‘the United States. 
That hatred will even be inherited 
by generations of American boys 
and girls 50, 75, 100 — yes, 200 


years from now. lt will be a found- 
ation of intense Asiatic hatred that 
will eventually vent its vengeance 
upon future generations of Ameri- 
can boys and girls. 


| om satisfied that there is a 
growing tide of deep concern on the 
part of increasing millions of fellow 
Americans about the mistaken policy 
that the President and Congress are 
following by acting outside the 
framework of international law, 
making war on a unilateral basis, 
and killing, killing, and killing 
human beings who, even though 
they cre enemies, are also children 
of God Almighty. : 


Mr. President, | say sadly that, 
in my judgement, Senators who vote 
“yea” tomorrow for the joint resolu- 
tion will have voted for an undeclar- 
ed war and for the continuation of 
an undeclared war. They will be 
voting, in my judgement, for an in- 
creased draft. They will be voting 
for the use of nuclear weapons if 
the President so desires, They will 
be voting for thousands and thou- 
sands of American casualties in the 
war that |.am satisfied will result on 
a massive basis if we continue our 
policy in Asia, They will be voting 
for all that Goldwater stood for in 
the recent presidential election. 


This administration knows and 
states, but not publicly, that we can- 
not defeat Red China with airpower. 
We cannot defeat Red China with 
bombings, conventional or nuclear. 
Therefore, they are preparing to meet 
Red China on the ground, with 
American troops. How many? To 
begin with, a minimum of 300,000. 
As Professor Morgenthau, of Chicago 
University, said when | lectured at 
that institution not long ago, we 
shall have to start with 3 -million. 
Hundreds of thousands will come 
back to the United States in coffins 
in the first 18 months. 


If China Enters The War 


Let me say to my colleagues and 
from my desk, to the American 
people today: Continue this escala- 
tion, and if Red China moves on the 
ground and we move in with 300,000 
men, plus hundreds of thousands 
more as that war bogs down, in my 
judgement, we shall have perform- 
ed a criminal act against the history 
of mankind, when it is so unneces- 
sary. Many Members of Congress 
seem to think he (the President) is 
doing the best he can, but what he 
is doing is building up massive world 
resentment among the very people 
we have been saying for many years 
we want to win over to the cause 
of freedom, 


Mr. President, are you ready to 
tell the American people that if this 
course of action brings this country 
into conflict with China, and even 
possibly Red Russia, you are ready 
for a nuclear war? Are you ready 
to fight a nuclear war over the issues 
that have arisen in Vietnam? | am 


satisfied that the overwhelming 
majority cf the American people will 
repudiate you if this is what you are 
willing to do, 

Mr. President, the American 
people have only one instrument that 
can prevent a misguided, misadvis- 
ed, misinformed President from com- 
mitting an incredible blunder — a 
blunder that will destroy all the con- 
fidence in America that has been 
built up since World War Il — that 
instrument is the Senate of the Unit- 
ed States. But we are not even able 
fo say “go slow”, even though | 
would guess that half or more of the 
Members of this body know in their 
minds that the President is wrong. 


Let me say to Senators who claim 
that they intend to be consulted 
again before there is another escala- 
tion of the war: You are being con- 
sulted right now. This is the Presi- 
dent's consultation. When the Presi- 
dent has this consultation under his 
belt, he is going to announce the 
landing of thousands more of Amer- 
ican troops in Vietnam. When he 
starts sending those hundreds of 
thousands of troops into Asia, the 
moment the Chinese start moving on 
the ground — that is exactly a part 
of the war plans — he will cite the 
pending joint resolution and the re- 
solution of last August which give 
him that authority.

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In an aerial view of Montreal, the green 
square of McGill campus, dwarfed by the darker 
green mass of the Mountain stretching up from 
Fletcher’s Field, shrinks to pocket-handkerchief- 
size. To the little boys who live on Shuter and 
Lorne and Durocher and Milton, who learnt to 
play footballin front of the Physics Building, and 
build snowmen on the soccer field, it may seem 
as large as Central Park. 


To summertime passers-by on Sherbrooke it 
is an oasis whose foliage holds out a promise of 
shade from as far away as Stanley Street. To 
mothers and nursemaids in almost every season 
it is the best spot for watching or wheeling baby 
carriages. To construction companies it means 
a dependable source of income. To parents and 
old grads, it is a source of pride and satisfaction. 
To professors: it is a place to keep a car. To 
hundreds of pigeons, it is home. To any given 
student, the campus and the things that happen 
there represent the university's influence in his 
life. 


All the people who feed the pigeons, wall 
on the grass, or enter any of the ever-growing 
number of buildings belong there: the campus 
belongs to Montreal as well as to McGill. But 
what of those who have paid five hundred dollars 
in order to belong there for yet another semester, 
who are notified to “keep your student card with 
you at all times: you may be requested to pro- 
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duce it, and if you cannot comply, liable to a 
fine”? To those others, the meaning of the word 
“McGill”, the associations of the word “McGill” 
as a concrete physical entity, can have as many 
varialions as the word “home”. 


To most students, the campus is the same — 
the library, the cloal:rooms, the lab, the coffee 
machine, the PSCA, the Bookstore, the Arts 
Building, the flag, the new Engineering Building, 
the statue in the dell, the hill, the residence, the 
gym — but to all students, it is also different. 
All these familiar landmarks are merely vague 
boundaries, a loose framework, within which to 
hold a world. It is a world that only one may 
inhabit, a microcosm, Each is his own university 
— many may share a boundary, but never the 
terrain it surrounds. 


The boundaries which are held in common 
usually include a small section of the outside 
world. Most students regard as part of McGill 
many places which have no share in the charter 
of The Royal Institution for the Advancement 
of Learning. For some the definition may attach 
to a fraternity house; for a large minority it ts 
the Union. For others it is the Mansfield Tavern. 
For out-of-towners, inextricably caught up with 
the University, in most of their minds it ts all 
of Montreal. 

The events which take place in the world 
which any student inhabits, the people who 








figure in at, are as difficult to pinpoint as the 
exact details of their setting. The important 
occurrences in the lives of a very few at McGill 
are all catalogued neatly by the official recorders, 
the Old McGill and the Daily. For the majority, 
the occasions they commemorate, the events they 
describe, merely serve to fix in mind the impor- 
tant individual anniversaries, through the coinci- 
dences of time and place to provide a sort of 
timetable in which can be listed all the essential 
stages taken toward the final aim. 

The day FORGE came out might have been 
memorable for the editor of FORGE. but it may 
have stuck in someone else’s mind only because 
it coincided with the last day of a term-paper 
extension, And as long as that can happen, as 
long as it is possible for one student to sink 
himself utterly in extra-curricular activities, for 
another to spend all his free time in the library, 
for a third to go home to Pointe Claire every 
day at three o'clock; for some to eat lunch in 
the Arts Building common room and others to 
dine at the same time every day with all their 
fraternity brothers; for some to go on every 
football trip and others not even to realize a 
game has been played (or both) — as long as 
circumstances make is possible for all this to 
be so, then “a university career” can hope to 
offer something to everyone who ever reaches 
the point of embarking upon it. For McGill is 
nol just one universily, it is nine thousand.
